When in May Sir Robert Bor- 
den annouuced his conversion to 
conscription he declared that re- 
jnforeements were so urgently 
yeeded that time would not allow 
the delay of submitting the pro- 
posal to the people. During Jan- 
vary, February, Mareh, April and

forees at the front amounted to 
62.708, while the reeruits secured 
in that time amounted to 31,380; 
leaving a net loss in the strength 
of our fighting forees of 21,328 
yen, less so many of the wounded 
as returned to the fighting line. 
Under such circumstances it was 
obviously not the part of the Min-
